Tt was pointed out that China 
has made no request for a silver 
Joan and that the International 
Silver Commission, now meeting in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, could only 
diseuss ways and ieans of increas 
ing and stabilizing silver values un- 
officially. 

For several months there has been 
wide discussion of the silver situa- 
tion. ‘There have been proposals for 
an international silver conference. 
Democrat of 
‘great silver _ producing} 
headed a Senate commerce 
committee subcommittee which last} 
summer and autumn investigated 
‘the decline in Sino-American trade 
and its relation to depressed silver 
values. 

There have been reports that| 
Canada wishes to lend China money 
for China to spend on Canadian 
wheat, but publiely Chins, as far 
as is’ known, has not approached 
any government or banking syndi- 
sate for a loan. ‘Thus, all di 
sions of recent days are but efforts 
to ereate general interest in the 

ver situation. 

In many quarters it is pointed 
out that China is not suffering 
from any lack of silver and that to 
accumulate further white metal 
stocks in China might serve only| 
to further depress silver values. 
The International Silver Commis- 
sion has approved of proposals to 
lend 200,000,000 ounces of silver to 
China but investigation indicates 
that the proposals come from silver 
producers who desire to dispose of 
their product at higher prices and 
not from the Chinese government. 

It is recalled here that several 
months ago Mr. T. V, 
Finance Minister ‘of the’ Chinese 
government at Nanking, flatly deni- 
ced reports that China was seeking 
loans abroad.

ingenuity. Even naive astonish- 
ment at this soft impeachment 
tends to bring such a motive into 

















sharp relief against a Lack- 
ground of irrelevancy 
Although therefore it is 


pertinent to point out that the 
Police force in Shanghai costs 
considerably less than that of 
London in proportion to the 
population, it. would be vain to 
enter into discussion of the 
‘comparative values of crime in 
the two places. Nor is it par- 
ticularly profitable to note that 
‘three years ago, when armed 
abductions had greatly increas- 
ed, compliments -were showcred 
on the Police of the Settlement, 
whereas the present vehement 
criticism, if taken at its face 
value, comes at a time when an 
actual decrease has been record- 
ed.

‘The outrages, of which residents 
in the Settlement have beon the 
vietims, have, with negligible 
exceptions, been perpetrated by. 
gangs operating from wit 
the Settlement, in condi 
which render ‘immunity 
punishment easy when 
with the coups effected, the 
miscreants have made ’ good 
their escape beyond Settlement 
limits. ‘The gangs. have been 
able ta rely on -the creation, 
under outside direction, of an 
‘organized system of terrorism 
which tends to, prevent the 
Settlement police from obtaining, 
before the event, the informa- 
tion which they have a right to 
‘expect, and, after the event, the 
‘cooperation and frank disclosure 
of material facts which are 
absolutely essential to the satis- 
factory rounding up of 4 
criminials concerned.

Wi 
twenty per cent. as certain 
caleulations have shown, it 
begins to be a factor of ‘real 
importance, but if over and 
above all these duties there is 
the Consolidated Tax of 82: 
per cent one may well picturs 
dismay on the part of the 
importers. It would practically 
double the cost of the cigarette. 
But the belief is that thy 
Bureau's tax is to be con- 
fined to locally manufactured 
cigarettes only, that it has! 
wisely been merged in the 
Customs import tariff, and that’ 
the higher rate of duty, which, 
of course can never become 
really popular, as no duties are, 
will not be burdensome enougn 
to prevent the consumer agree- 
ing to pay the additional cost for 
his favourite weed. It has to be 
pointed out that in this country 
any addition to prices which has 
not been considered in relation 
to the usages of the people may 
produce — most unfortunate 
results, not only to business 
firms but to the government 
which hopes to secure revenue 
out of the article imported. 

No greater fallacy exists than 
in the assumption that the cheap| 
cigarette is what the whole of 
China demands. There is n> 
doubt about the enormous buts 
trade in the article manufactur- 
ed locally, but it would be un- 
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fair not to treat the Chinese 
smoker as somewhat of a 
connoisseur. The official, the 


business man, the broker and so 
forth like a ‘high-class article, 
leaving the bulk production to 
those less highly paid. Actually 
so many of the cigarettes they 
smoke are produced in Liverpoo! 
that that is why the B.A.T. 
factory there has gone on -ha‘i 
time. ‘There is, however, a 
further element in the pursuit of 
nicotine. When the hardened 
smoker finds prices too high in 
respect of his particular grade ne 
does not reduce the quantity of 
his smoking but reduces the 
quality, and that is likely to be 
a special factor in the present 
situation. What it may be hope] 
the local tax authorities have 
borne in mind is that a smait 
increase in the price of foreign- 
imported cigarettes will be borne 
by the consumers comfortably, 
but that a ¥ery heavy impost wi 
tend to kill a profitable source 
lof income for the Central Govern- 
ment. The local duty on the 
part of the Consolidated Tax 
Bureau will still be available to 
ft on locally manufactured 
cigarettes. It would be wise if 
for once and all this uneasiness 
respecting import duties were 
laid to rest, for only when such 
done will the new tariff have 
a fair chance to prove itself an 
honest attempt to put’ impor 
duties on a footing commensurate 
with the Government's ideas of 
fair dealing.

dispute, for while the Soviet has 
been strenuously pegging the 
rouble at par, the Bank of 
Chosen, it is alleged, has been 
dealing in the currency at its 
foreign exchange value which is 
somewhere about one-tenth of 
par,

abroad and, to do this, the 
domestic rate for the rouble is 
ieless; cold-blooded merchants 
and financiers throughout the 
world are only interested in the 
international exchange _ rates. 
Obviously, then, if directly the

ports. It is a counsel of despera- 
tion just as much as a general 
attack on world trade that 
Soviet exports into Manchuria 
are being sold so much below 
internal prices that a system of 
smuggling Russian goods into 
Russia has already come into 
being. The whole business is 
just as ridiculous as that of, 
Paying interest out of capital 
‘and must eventually come to the 
me result, But that is a 
consideration which will not. 
weigh much with the Soviet 
rulers so long as they are able 
to obtain money for their 
immediate needs abroad without 
confession to their 
ruents of the reckless 
method by which it has been 
secured. ‘That they are saved 
y preaching to their masses 
that the whole scheme is not a 
frantic endeavour to extricate 
themselves from the mvddle 
into which they have stumbled 
will not prevent the ultimate 
economic consequences. 

That the dumping as such 
constitutes a serious incon- 
venience to traders of other 
nationalities no one for a 
moment will deny, but it 
seems a game in which the 
Soviet must in the long run 
exhaust itself. It would be idle 
to prophesy when that will be, 
but fair words butter no pars- 
nips when a large population is 
forced to endure food shortage 
‘and the like simply because:the 
Soviet is short of money and is 
diverting domestic mecessaries 
[for the purpose of “raising the 
wind” abroad.

COUNCIL METHODS

The strictures passed by the 
“North-China Daily News” on 
the Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cil’s primitive notions of public- 
ty have, it is understood, been 
endorsed by the general public. 
In Council circles there is some 
‘feeling of resentment that honest 
effort has been scurvily treated 
by a wicked newspaper. Briefly 
the official defence is that, on 
Friday, steps. were actually 
being taken to communicate to 
‘the Press the decision reached 
on Wednesday and that such 
steps would have been taken 
even if the “North-China Daily 
News” had not made inquiries. 
Here emerges the difficulty of 
distinguishing between post hoc 
‘and propter hoc, It is unimpor- 
tant. The important point is 
that in the Municipal Office: the 
delusion seems to be cherished 
that, when the Council has come 
40 a'decision on a subject which 
has exercised thé mind of the 
community for several weeks 
and by which definite financial 
interests are affected, a delay of 
over 48 hours in making that 
decision public is of little 
equence.

initiative by the Council 
officials in publishing the deci- 
sion would have been improper. 
‘The reports from the Stock Ex- 
change supply one very caustic 
comment om this view. Mr. 
Peyton-Griffin, writing on this 
‘subject, as ho did nine monthe 
ago, in his private capacity, 
supplies another. 

‘The Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cil is a body possessing powers 
and responsibilities unparalleled 
in any other place in the world. 
It has many of the qualities of 
a sovereign administration. Its! 
need of intelligent publicity— 
especially at this moment 
exceptionally great owing to the 
assiduity of propagandists who 
are hostile to its administration. 
Yet, although it has delivered! 
itself of admirable sentiments 
on its desire to be communicat~ 
ive to the Press, the Council 
does not seom to have induced 
its officials to acquaint them- 
selves with the ordinary methods 
of Press liaison. For instance, 
the delightfully old world man- 
ner in which a few typewritten 
summaries of the minutes are 
coyly circulated to the news-| 
papers and the fragrant naiveté 
with which the minutes are 
subsequently altered to meet 
criticisms evoked by the sum- 
maries are an abiding joy to the 

















cynical observer. This is a 
cruel world, however, for’ 
Lavender Ladies. Let it'there- 





fore be permissible for this 
Journal to outline the procedure 
which would be followed nor- 
mally by a Government depart- 
ment in Whitehall when dealing 
with a decision such as that 
made by the Council on Wednes- 
day.

The objection will be made that 
conditions in Shanghai are differ- 
ent. It has little substance. Con- 
ditions here for prompt com- 
munication with the Press— 
Foreign and Chinese—are 
far simpler than in London. 
It may also be objected that 
Shanghai does not possess so 
strong a sense of journalistic res-| 
ponsibility. This is a delu- 
sion which is cherished, 
not only in Council efr- 
cles but by other magnates 
who would be highly in- 
dignant if their own technical] 
‘capacity or probity were impugn- 
ed. It arises from imperfect 
knowledge. Those, who speak 
with authority, aver that Shang-| 
hai's journalists compare exceed. 
ingly favourably with journalists 
in any part of the world for pro- 
fessional integrity and apprecia-| 
tion of the ethics of pub- 
licity. Indeed the — Laven- 
der Ladies of Municipal Build- 
ing Who find the issue of in- 
formation to the Press in forty-| 
eight hours such a breathless ad-| 
venture might do well to seek ad-| 
vice from the body of journalists 
in Shanghai. Would their maid-|

is prepared to disclaim, for 
any of its staff, a “seat on 
that committee, provided that 
it bé given the opportunity of 
nominating a professional jour-| 
alist to represent its views.

That would not prevent 
the proper circulation of prompt| 
information on lines which an ex-| 
pert body could indicate.

INDIAN REACTIONS 
Jan, 13. 

Looking at the Indian Con- 
ference from the end of the 
cable or even, later, in the light 
of the extended reports in the 
London newspapers as they come 
to hand, it is not possible entire- 
ly to gauge the exact effect-of 
the discussions in which the 
delegates, their consultative 
advisers and their secretariat 
are engaged. The Indian dele- 
gations have maintained with 
India a very close touch from the 
time of their arrival in England. 
‘The columns of the Indian news- 
papers—even of the Congress 
peravasion—have been full, not 
only of the proceedings of the 
Conference but of the inter- 
pretations put by special corres- 
pondents and other observers 
on the conversations and 
manouvres leading up to con- 
ference room debates. The 
announcement has been made 
that the Indian delegates expect 
to return to their own country in 
less than a fortnight’s time. 
‘The Indian Legislative Assembly 
to which many of them belong 
opens at New Delhi to-mofrow 
for its Budget Session of about 
ten weeks. The speeches by 
Mr. Ramsay MacDonald and 
Lord Sankey have suggested the 
early announcement of a de- 
finitely satisfactory agreement 
on the main issues before the 





Conference. Whether this is 
too optimistic a deduction re- 
mains to be seen, There is 


little doubt, however, that the 
British Government’ are as 
anxious as anyone that the 
Indians should return with their 
sheaves reasonably full in order 
that they may hold up their 
heads before their critics on the 
other side of the water. It will 
be time enough to discuss this 
possibility at length. when the 
nature of the Government's 
statement is revealed. The point

To arrive at some estimate of

‘Their failure cannot] 
be definitely proclaimed until 
the delegates return and their 
reactions to public discussions 
of the Conference are discern- 
ed. The movement towards 
conciliation has received much 
impetus from the readiness of 
the Government in India to ac- 
cept apologies in Court or in 
‘gaol in condonation of offences 
other than those of revolution 
ary violence. ‘The proviacial 
records show that advantage 
has been taken of this clemency 
by a number of penitent politi- 
cians. Although it would be 
dangerous—especially after 50 
stormy a year in India as that 
‘of 1930—to bank overmuch on 
this kind of development, for 
the moment the absence of a 
focus for attack on the Govern: 
ment handicaps the Congress 
party and thus the assertion of 
moderate views becomes easier. 
Still other factors are favour- 
able; India is sick of the com- 
mercial boycott and the result- 
ant dislocation in trade. The 
effect therefore of the Confer- 
ence may be to accelerate the 
activities of those who desire to 
reestablish normal trading con-

By his 
alert interest in current events, 
his almost devastating common- 
sense, his lively gift of humour 
and ‘his sociability he hag 
contributed not a little to the 
development of that. self-con- 
fidence which Shanghai was bad- 
ly in need. He has never given 
any doubt of his readiness to 
give prompt support in emer- 
gencies; he has equally displayed 
that wise recognition of the fact 
that, for a community situated 
as his is, the greatest possibls 
virtue lies in preventing ths: 
emergency from occurring. 

Not that General Borrett has 
attempted to stray along political 
paths, He is too old a cam- 
paigner for that irrelevancy 10 
Khaki; besides, in the political 
sense he has been an observer—- 
acute be it granted—and nothing 
more.

* Drop of Million and a Quarter Tons in Goods 


Traffic Last Year 


Frox Our Own Conresroxoest 


Harbin, Dee, 27. 

Some idea of the losses which 
‘tho -Cainese Eastern Railway. has 
suffered during the present year 
may be gained from the following 
figures, The railway has lost about 
1,250,000 tons of goods traffic com- 
pared with the figures for 1929, up 
to the end of November. Reckon- 
ing the freight on this large quant 
ty at a very low rate, the loss in 
cash receipts is enormous and it is 
no wonder that the most severe 
measures must be adopted by the 
Board to avoid getting iu:to great 
financial difficulties.

KIDNAPPING IN HANKOW 
‘Chang-yu Native Bank Robbed 
Fro Oce Own Connesroxouxt 

Hankow, Dec. 27. 


Booty amounting to $3,800 fell 
into the hands of a gang of armed 
rebbers on Christmas Eve wher 
the Chang-yu Native Bank was held 
up. The Bank is situated in the 
Yun-seng-ping passage off the main| 
street of the city. At six pm. a 
‘man from another bank called. to 
collect the sum of $2,000 in dollars 
‘and when the iron grille door had: 
been closed the money was counted 
‘out in piles on the counter. The 
‘counting was nearly finished when 
fone of the astistants in the bank 
hhad to go out and the grille was 
unlocked for his exit. Two mi 
immediately sprang out of the 
dows and held the gate open while 
six armed men entered the bank. 
‘Two of there mounted guard’ over 
the aasistants while two packed up. 
$1,800 in notes and cash from tho 
safe and the other two gathered up. 
the money on the counter. One of 
the cooks,of the Bank seeing what. 
was going on went up on to the roof, 
snd got down into another shop, 
from ‘which place he telephoned t9 
the police. ‘The message was a long. 
time in getting through and when 
the police arrived the robbers bad 
left with the loot. 

‘Over at a small place called Kuo- 
kou near Wuchang eight armed men 
went into the principal shop after 
dark and held up the inmates, whil? 
half heir mumber searched ‘every 
cranny for portable valuables. ‘The 
inmates were too scared to foilow 
them when they left. And when the 
Likiang passenger launch was near 
Yokow on its way to Hankow some 
‘men put out in a boat and shouted 
that they were coming on board to 
search for contrabrand goods. As 
soon as they had boarded the launch 
three of the men held up the wheel- 
house while the rest opened all 
baggage, searched the cffice for| 
‘money and then made the passengers 
surrender such garments as the 
robbers fancied. One womaa 
resisted the removal of her gow! 
and was shot dead, so the others al 
submitted without struggle and let 
the robbers ro ashere with their 
loot.

WATER OF GRAND CANAL 
FROZEN 


‘Twenty Steamers Held Up 
= nivon the Pei Ho 


Nanking, Jan, 11. 

The cold spell which has swept 
over the country during the last 
three days promises to. bring in its 
wake the severest winter China has 
experienced for sevefal years past. 
Reports received from different 
parts of the country indicate the 
heavy snowfall accompanied by 
‘strong winds and sandstorms have 
taken @ heavy toll of lives among 
the poorer inhabitants. 

‘According to a telegram from 
Tsingkiangpu (Kiangsu), an in- 
ceséant fall of snow for the. last 
three days has resulted in the 
freezing up of the water of the 
Grand Canal, and navigation has 
been suspended. i 

Considerable havoc in the form of 
demolished houses and fallen trees 
Was wrought by the snowstorm 
which blew over the territory be- 
tween Hsuchow and Chengchow 
along the Lung-Hai Railway con- 

wuously since the 8th inst., the 
cities of Kweiteh, Lanfeng, Chung- 
mou and Paisha bearing the brunt 
of the blizzard, Telegraph wires 
‘and poles recently repaired have 
again been torn up. 

In Tsinan, the temperature has 
dropped to 14 degrees below zero, 
with signs of a further fall, ‘Tho 
snowstorm which raged over Tsing- 
two yesterday destroyed a large 
number of telephone lines. Tele 
Phone communication has been com= 
Pletely suspended, 


Port of Tientsin Closed 


While’ steps have been taken by 
the authorities in Peking and 
Tentsin to relieve the less fortunate 
inhabitants, itis learned that 18 
deaths from cold in Peking and over 
30 in Tientsin have been reported 
up to date.

‘Hotienthow, where sthe jade was 
ound, is noted for all kinds of jade 
and snow-white jade in particular. 
It is mot surprising therefore that 
there should be a legend attached to 
‘this kind of jade, and according to 
the Chinese belief it runs a: 3: 
Once upon a time there lived in 
Hotienchow a lapidary who found a 
Deautiful piece of a jade one day, 
and made it into a bracelet for his 
pretty daughter. His daughter 
‘grew to love this bracelet; she never 
left it off her arm since the day her 
father gave it to her, and it seemed 
that she .grew fairer as she 
continued to wear it. News of this 
‘beautiful ornament soon reached the 
ears of one of the Emperor's 
favourite concubines, who at once 
desired to possess it’ and asked the 
Emperor to send some of his men| 











to bring it to her. Aceordingly, the 
Emperor sent his guards “9 the 
Japidary’s ‘home, whereupon they 





presented the Imperial order which 
the lapidary was compelled to: obey, 
‘and he told his daughter to take the 
bracelet from her arm and give it!

BANDITS ROB A STEAM 
LAUNCH 


Big Haul Made Up the 
Yangtze 


From Our Owx Comesronoexr 
‘Mid-Anbui, Dec. .26, 


On “December 22, six bandits 
Yearded the Sin ‘Ling An steam| 
launch at Nanking as-passengers. 
This launch runs between Nanking. 
and Wubu calling at other ports 
‘on the way. After allowing the 
launch to proceed up the river about 
twenty miles the captain of the 
boat was compelled at the point of 
guns to stop his launch in mid- 
stream while the bandits consumed 
one hour's time in looting the pass- 
engers. ‘They “then forced the 
captain to pull the launch up 
beside the ‘river bank where they 
jumped off and escaped across the 
country toward Wukiang. It is 
estimated that “the bandits secared 
$4,000 in money ‘besides all the 
Jewellery and watehes of the pass-| 
engers. A few pieces of clothing 
‘were also taken.

MORE TEACHERS ON 
STRIKE 


Failure of Authorities to 
Pay Wages 
Frox Qux Own Conmesroxoent 


Nanchang, Jan. 1. 

On account of the bankruptcy of 
the province, the government 
sehools were not opened for the 
term until the middle of November. 
Only a little more than one month 
hhas passed and the fate of the ex- 
istence- of the schools is to be 
determined by the question whether 
there is any money or not, In 
November the provincial govern- 
‘ment granted $800,000 to the 
‘school-authorities in order to have 

ie educational institutions started, 
with a verbal promise that the same 
‘amount would be provided for 
education every month. Tn such an 
‘event the teachers would receive 
only 43 per cent, of their former 
salaries. But still this remains a 
promise only without fulfilment. By 
the end of 1930 as there was no 
sign of receiving the promised 
amount for the month and the new 
year near, all the teachers of the 
private as well as government 
schools numbering several hun- 
dreds went together on December 29 
and 30, first to the Department of| 
Education, secondly to the Depart- 
‘ment of Finance and thirdly to the 
Provincial Government Office to beg 
for money. The first day was a 
total failure, the responsible officials 
going into . However, next! 
day the educationists threatened to 
close all the, schools and to stay 
with the- government leaders in the 
government office. Then they had 
‘chance to send in their petition 
‘and secure another verbal promise 
that, the $800,000 would be paid 
to them before January 5. If this 
promise is not going to be carried 
‘out, the public is of the opinion 
that all the teachers will cease 
teaching and the schools will be 
closed. Nanchang then will be a 
city without. schools. 


‘Tungku Captured 

According to an officer who came 
to Nanchang two days ago, Tungka, 
the most: important stronghold of 
the Communists in Kiangsi, 180 Ji 
south-east of Kianfu, which was not 
touched by the government troops 
during the last few years, was final- 
ly broken up and captured on 
December 19, by the new bth Divi- 
sion of General Kung Ping-fan. It| 
was accomplished by means of 
heavy machine-gun fire and the 
bravery of the government troops. 
‘a result, several hundreds of 
Communists ‘were “killed and many 
taken live, Pour machine guns, 
‘a few hundred tins of kerosine ofl 
belonging to the Asia Petroleum 
Co. the electric plant of the Kian 
Electric Co. and much other 
material were taken from the Reds. 
Later in the day a part of the 18th 
Division under General Chang'Huci- 
cchan arrived and saved the lives of 
the missionaries of the Roman 
Catholic Church sho had been 
captured by the Communists in 
Kian and also freed more than one 
hundred Chinese captives. The 
foreign captives including fowr 
fathers amd five sisters were im- 
mediately released and escorted 
with guards to Kian. The fate of 
these outlaws will soon be sealed,

This “change over,” however, is 
‘call for new poets to arise “What 
about all my old time rhymes,” says 
the farmer,, “which guide me in 
planting and reaping my fields 
‘The boatman too, has his rhymes 
and lullabies. ‘These form part of| 
his work-a-day, reminding him of 
varying winds ‘and tides, and-cau- 
tions him against the onsweeping 
Bore which surges in from the 
Hangchow Bay with a roar. ‘The 
‘Chinese boatmen are afraid of “the 
spirit of the tide” and, alas, the 
‘modern calendar’ upscts all the ree- 
koning.

On May 22, 1929, the Council 
addressed a letter to your Secretary 
and General Manager informing 
him in effect that unless racing at| 
Luna Park is limited to one night 
in each week the Council will take 
‘whatever steps might be necessary 
to suppress dog racing and stating| 
ite Reasons for taking such action. 

‘On June 6, 1929, your Secretary| 
nd Goneral ‘Manager in a lengthy 
oply make the following statement, 
Hgy Committee assume that some 

wssarance will bo forthcoming that 

1e new arrangement will be of a 
‘permanent nature 

‘The Council in its reply dated 
Tune 10, 1929, not only declined to} 
igive this assurance but among other 
things directed your attention to the 
desirability: in your own interest of 
conducting your activities in such a 
manner as would obviate any ne- 
sity for the intervention of the| 
Council for the welfare of the 
public, 

Instead of heeding this note of 
warning and in fact in complete 
disregard of it you doubled the 
number of races’ formerly run_at 

sh meeting; gradually abolished| 
the practice of charging admission 
foes for entrance to Luna Park; 
adopted the practice of issuing 
large numbers of complimentary or 
free admission tickets and indulged 
in a very extensive advertising 
campaign with the deliberate inten- 
tion and design of fostering and ex- 
panding a medium for Chinese| 
gambling in the Settlement, despite 
the fact that your directors had 
doen informed ty the Council and 
the local British Authorities that, in 
view of the opposition of the Chi- 
nose to tho introduction of this form 
of gambling into Shanghai, tho} 
politieal aspect of the question to 
say nothing of other objectionable 
Features had become a matter of 
grave concern. Recent develop- 
ments have intensified the gravity 
of the situation and the Council 
efinitely docided that in the publi 
Interest it has no alternative but to 
take immediate steps to put an end | 
to dog racing in the Settlement in| 
which decision it has the full con- 
currence and support of the local 
British Consular Authorities. 

‘You are therefore informed that! 
‘the operation of dog racing tracks| 
in tho Settlement will not be per- 
mitted after March 81, 1931. 

In order to mitigate insofar as] 
it consistently ean any undue hard-| 
ship the Council is prepared to| 
‘take over the Teaso of the Luna| 
Park property and to give consi- 
doration to any casos of individual 
hardship on the part of your em-|

‘A long letter from the G.RA. 
was to answer this, and the steps 
taken by the original promoters of| 
the Club were recapitulated. . The

White-Cooper & Co. also state 
sutstance that it was the intention 
of their clients to conduct greyhound 
racing on much the same lines as 
Pony racing has been carried on in 
Shanghai, and that they proposed 
to operate a pari-mutuel on the same| 
lines as the Race Club. ‘The Coun- 
cil, as a body, was not aware in| 
August, 1927, that gambling as then 
conducted at’ the Shanghai Race| 
Club was, to say the least, upon a 
very doubtful footing from a legal 
point of view. 

"It is obvious, therefore, that 
when the Council in August, 1927, 
‘zave its consent to greyhound racing 
it was labouring under the mis 
‘apprehension that the gambling to 
be conducted on the greyh 
tracks would te on similar lines to! 
that carried on by greyhound tracks| 
Stadium, would make any statement | 
in England, with certain modifica- 
tion, along the lines of the Shang-| 
hhai Race Club, and that such form 
of gambling was not illegal under| 
English law.” 

‘The letter continues and refecs to 
discussion with the British authori- 
ties. Subsequently as a result of| 

formation as to the legal status of 
gambling at Luna Park and  the| 
Stadium (Shanghai International] 
Greyhounds) «the Council refused to| 
licence these places or to accept any 
financial contribution from  them| 
and had consistently adhered to 
this policy. The letter refers to} 
the real object of greyhound racing 
as “commercialized gambling under| 
the thinly disguised veil of | sport”| 
and states that if it wore real sport| 

jtuation would not have arisen, 
as the promoters would have taken| 
steps to remedy affairs and make it

‘The G. R. A. authorities hold that 
(2) there is nothing either al 
or illegal in groyhound racing; (2) 
it has’ been held by the Court of| 
Appeal in Great Britain and other 
Courts that the conduct of a 
totalisator or pool-tetting on dog! 
racing is legal, and therefore that. 
the operation of

not be illegal by Chinese Law, since 
it is freely indulged in under police| 
protection in Chinese territory. 

Interviewed yesterday, Mr. Fes-

‘was Japanese.

On December 18 the Shanghai 
Silk Piece Goods Importers Asrocia 
tion addressed a circular letter 
signed by nine members of the 
‘Association, to the various foreign 
firms. interested: in the importation 
of silk and mixture silk piece goods:

cover exchange was entirely their 
own fault, and it was further 
pointed out that every dealer had 
been pressed to do so by the im- 
porting firms. 

‘The Association, after some delay, 
replied to this communication and 
in emphasizing the hardships which 
they allege they are suffering, 
suggested a conference of represen- 
tatives from both sides to discuss 
the situation, A’ further mecting 
of the foreign firms was held and 
it was unanimously agreed thc! no 
good: purpose could be served by a 
personal discussion with the dealers, 
also that they had nothing to add 
to. what had already. ‘been com- 
‘municated to the: Association, but a 
concession was made that individual 
firms would endeavour to effect. 
cancellations of goods contracted: 
for May and onwards shipment but. 
without any obligation to do s0| 
and unless it is possible to, arrange 
same with the Home suppliers.

the forcign firms has been expressed 
to the effect that any such protest 
should ‘be made. by | the Chinese 
themselves, Further they consider! 
the Nanking Government should be 
made aware of the fact of reputable 
dealers endeavouring to evade the 
obligations of their contracts on| 
account <f the action of their own 
Government. 

‘The consensus cf opinion is that 
the increased duty, although’ high, 
‘will not seriously enhance the 
ultimate cost per yard to the con- 
sumer. It is the custom of the 
trade for the dealers to’ pay the 
daty on arrival of the gocds, and 
it is feared that somo of the 
dealors will make difficulties in this 
respect and try to foree concessions 
from the importers. Tke difficulties 
ef cancellation are very great, as it 
is well understood that the ‘width 
and the designs of the ordered, 
goods can only be sold in China.

Mr: Carey, who was 54. years of| 
age, came to China in 1898-to. join 
the Customs service. Appointed As- 
sistant-in-charge at Stemao in Octo- 
ber+1899, he held that position until 
December: 1901, when. he also re 
inquished: the appointment of H.M. 
Consul at.the same place which was 
conferred: on him by the Foreign, 











Office in July, 1900, He was there- 
after Acting Commissioner at San- 
tuzo (April, 1904-May, 1908) ; Act- 
ing Assistant Secretary, Inspector- 
Peking (June, 190 
December, 1908) ; Acting Commis- 
sioner at Téngyuch (April, 1909- 
wuary, 1911); Deputy Commis- 
joner at Canton (November, 1913- 
October, 1915); Deputy Commis. 
sioner at Foochow (November, 1916- 
Match, 1917); Acting Commissioner 
at Santuao (April, 1917-June,| 
1919); Commissioner’ at Ningpo 
(October 1920-1925) and Commis- 
sioner at Swatow (until 1927). He 
was appointed by the Wai-wwpu 
Associate Delegate to the Inter- 
national Opium Commission at 
Shanghai in January 1909, and also| 
‘acted as Secretary to the Commis 
sion betweon "February and March.

Retiring ftom Customs service 
three years ago he went Home, but 
returned to Shanghai in the intor- 
ests of the Fairey Aviation Cou 
Lid, of Hayes, Middlesex.

SHIPS CAUGHT IN 
STORM 


Hwa Heng’s Adventure Of 
Shantung Coast 


The ste. Hwa Heng entered por 
on January 12 with a heavy list 
and a snnshed anchor windlass, 
following bad weather off the Shan- 
tung Promcntory. Buffetted by 
seas, she had been forced to anchor 
for some hours, and the deck pass- 
cengers had been requisitioned to 
replace the cargo which, in the seas, 
hhad_ slipped, putting the ship in 
denger of being capsized, 

The steamer got into dificulties 
at longitude 122.30 East, latitude 24 
North, and a wireless message was 
sent for assistance. This followed 
the raising of the anchors after tho 
seas had subsided sufficiently. to 
permit of navigation. One of the 
anchor windlasses had, however, 
been smashed and the rolling of the 
vessel caused the cargo to shift 
again, ‘The efforts of the officers 
and crew prevented serious results 
and she appeared off the quarantine 
buoy with everything apparently 
all right. 

The deck passengérs had, however, 
become alarmed, and temporarily 
taking charge of tic situation, let 
off a number of blue alarm flares, 
which were seen by tho A.P.C. str. 
Pinna. ‘The Hwa Heng passed the 
Pinna with these flares still going, 
fand members .of the crew of the 
latter vessel heard cries from her 
hich gave them to believe that sho 
was in the hands of pirates.

‘exact date of the enforcement of the 
new tariff duty, and owing to a 
‘belief in some’ quarters that this

1 a certain tentative inquiry wé 
evident’ for prompt shipment for 
both Java and Japanese grade: 
Since the official announcement was 
issued, however, all demand except 
for ready delivery has ceased. 

Spot prices have naturally 
advanced, but these have so far not 
nearly become adjusted to the new 
scale of duties, and with the lower 
exchange also acting adversely, 
local prices are far below the parity 
of supplying markets.

Sm—t have seen many “ups, and 
downs” since 1908 speaking of ex- 
change quotations in Shanghai and 
took these as all businessmen had to 
take, 

Until about a year ago I digested 
newspaper reports in connection| 
swith exchange fluctuations. as pro- 
bably everybody else did. 

Bat ‘since about the end of 1929 
I got more and more fed up with 
reports and comments and all sorts 
of hopeful promises for the futur 
and explanations why exchange wa: 
just now very low. 

T would have biessed the person| 
who would have dared to predict 
‘a rate of 1/- per Tacl within a year 
‘or so—when exchange came below 
2/- but no one said what he feared 
and many said what they wanted 
or hoped but in ways like being 
experts, 

T do not belong to any “circle” 
but wish only to see Chi 
reney at such a rate of exchange 
as China's currency deserves. 

‘Unfortunately China’s currency 
is not on a gold basis and therefore 
every ‘silver gambler” in the world 

ean hit China's currency and the 

Chinese Government does nothing] 

to prevent a continous impoverish- 

rent of its citizens, 

‘What did nearly every Govern- 
‘ment in Europe do the first years 
after the armistice? 

‘At least every government in 
Europe tried to prevent currency, 
depreciation caused by speculators! 

‘The Chineso Government. should 
at least try to adopt one of the 
means adopted with more or less 
success by forelgn governments in 
Europe—not so many years ago. 

‘The Chinese Government should 
postpone extrality discussions and 
stop currency speculation! 

There should be mny ways and 
means to do so, No bank in China 
should be allowed to buy or sell 
exchange unless to legitimate firms 
‘who can prove through contracts— 
that legitimate import or export 
business is concerned, If th for-| 
eign banks—outside of China’ 
jurisdiction—refuse to comply wit 

gp such an order which could not be 
enforced by Government in China, 
they would admit that they give a 
helping hand to the “currency gam-| 
bier in China, 

China's Government controls the 
Customs now. ‘The same Govern- 
ment has the right to prohibit im- 
port or export of whatever com- 
modity temporarily excopt under 
special Ticenes 

Such a step would certainly in- 
duco the “Great Powers” to do 
something quickly to solve the silver 
problem “and thus help to solve 
‘China’s currency problem, 

If the “currency” of several 
European countries were resuscitat- 
‘ed only a fow years ago where the 
vespective currency was consider- 
ably depreciated on account of part 
‘effects of the world war and perhaps 
internal disorders and faults of the 
‘governments concerned—why should 
the Governments ho assisted in| 
such curreney rosuseitation not help 
China now, whose currency has been| 
depreciating continually for no fault 
of Government? 

‘Ax long ae there was cll wat 
in China, the Chinese Government 
had been blamed for the continuo 
downward tendency of “silver.” 
There is no more civil war and ail 
China is anxious to buy foreign 
foods which are novded, 

‘Now come tho reports that “Brit-] 
{sh policy has to be blamed. 

If we had no civil wat since 1928 
already perhaps two years of 
peace—exchange would be just as 
Jow—if not lower—and British policy| 
would have been blamed two 
years ago. 

Tt isnot so long ago that we 
learned “exchange goes up. with 
‘each new outbrek of hostilities in 
China” but most readers of your 
Paper seem to have forgotten this 
opinion. 

This letter may not help

‘Finance and Commerce” in re- 
ferenee to tho improvement of| 
berthing accommodation at Shang-| 
hai, strike meas beingg not quite in 
accordance with the facts of the| 
cease. 

‘You state, “The diffieulties of the 
limit to draught at the “Fai 
Flats, would not be in any way. 
removed by the proposed wharves, 
desirable though they may be in 
themselves 

‘Assuming for the sake of the! 
argument that the proposed location| 
of the wharves is not more than 8. 
miles from Woosung. 

For a. considerable number of 
years, the practice of all large mail 

ners, when inward bound, has} 
been to ‘time their arrival at the 
Pilot Station near the Fairway] 
Buoy 30 that they can proceed in| 
over the Flats without delay. This 
is a matter of ordinary routine, and 
the details are usually settled| 
‘months ahead by the shipmasters| 
concerned, in consultation with 
Shanghai Lieepsed Pilots Associa-| 
ion and local steamship agents. 

Modern large liners have such a| 
reserve of speed that they are able 
to make up for time lost owing to| 
bad weather. ‘The time of arrival] 
is not a hard and fast one, and in| 
general, the permissible limits for| 
vessels drawing say twenty eight] 
feet and steaming say 16/18 Knots. 
will be between four hours, and] 
half an hour, before High Water| 
Tungsha, 

Outward bound, the position is! 
briefly as follows, the relative times, 
of course, varying a little according. 
to wind and other conditions. 

In Shanghai, say about *the 
position of the Garden Bund, the 
water starts ¢o rise approximately] 
two hours tefore II. W. Tungsha, 
and the flood stream commences one 
hour before H. W, Tungsha. 

‘At the position of the proposed 
new deep water wharf, these con- 
ditions take place approximately, 
forty minutes earlier, and the| 
vessols berthed there wilt be at least 
one hour nearer to the Fairy Flats. 

A large deep draft liner, there-| 
fore, would be able to leave the| 
new tefminal say one and a half’ 
hours before H. W. Tungsha. At! 
that time, the state of tide wil! be, 
practically slack water as regards; 
the run of the stream, the water} 
faving been rising for about one 
and a quarter hours previously. 
‘Thero would therefore be no naviga- 
tional dificulties, and having no 
congested channels to. traverse, 
except possibly a short section at} 
‘Woosung, the vessel would pass out] Si 
of the Whangpoo at Woosung in| 
three quarters of an hour, i.e. three 
quarters of an hour before H.W. 
‘Tungsha. ‘The run down to Kiutoan| 
L. V., at the inner end of the Fairy’ 
Fiats, takes about one hour and a 
half, ‘giving tho time of passing: 
Kiutoan as three quarters of an. 
hour after H.W. Tungsha. 

‘Now, according to the tables com-| 
piled from lcbservations carefully 
recorded over long periods by the 
Hydrographie Department of | the| 
Chinese Navy, the maximum fall of 
the tidal level at this time is one| 
foot, +... so that there is there-| 
fore ample water for perfectly safe] 
navigation. Even if the present] 
channel south of Tungsha Spit be 
used, tho vessel will still clear the 
Flats before the water falls! 
sufficiently to cause her to grond. 

However, as the channel north 
of ‘Tungsha carries an average| 
depth of one fathom more than the 
channel at present used, and sur- 
veys covering a long period show it 
e ssteadily improving and 
gradually eliminating the Fairy, 
Flats, there appears to be no reason 
why it should not be generally used| 
‘as the official entrance into the 
Yangtsze. 

The times given above can, with! 
perfect safety, be considerably, 
Improved upon.” For instance, there| 
ig no technical reason why our large| 
Viner should not leave the new] 
wharf with the first of the rising’ 
water, two and a half hours before 
high water Tungsha, thus clearing | 
the Flats by a quarter of an hour!

To the Editor of the ! 
“NonrH-Ciuna Dany News.” 
When I read your issue of 
the 1st instant, I, and many others 
Tam sure, felt relieved to hear that 











in the tariff were nob 
Delieved to be excessive. But being 
terested in the piece gocds trade, 
and having now had time to digest 
the new duties, I make bold to dis 
pute the views expressed in your 
paper and to say that the tariffs om 
‘woollen goods are excessive, Every= 
body was prepared for a substantia 
advance in practically all com- 
modities, but woollen piece goods 
appear to rank in the luxury classes, 
‘The classifications are so arbitrary 
‘2 rata the lowest qualities 
‘of material pay a duty far in excess 
cf the best qualities. Take for 
stance any of the low quality serges 
chich are imported in large quan- 
tities, Under the old tariff these 
goods were taxed at 15 per cent. ad 
valorem, which amcunted to roughly 
Shanghai Taels 65 per case of 200 
yards, To-day duty cn the same 
‘goods, at the same exchange rates, 
amounts to Shanghai Taels 225. In 
other words, the man in the street 
must pay an immediate advance of 
at least {$1.10 per yard on account 
of duty alone, If a cheaper quality 
jef cloth is considered, the advance,

Coolies Defying Minister 


To tho Editor of tho 
“Nontit-Cia Dain News.” 
Si,—For over a year the Min 
istry of Communications has been 
defied by coolie unions. shipping 
brokers, ct al. at the Port of Ichang. 
‘Tho Minister of Communications 
has sot out to freo trade routes of 
all incumbrances, and the President 
of China has assured — morchants 
that likin will be or has beon abol- 
ished. The situation at Ichang is 
even ‘worse than any likin bureau 
could possibly make it. The cool 
uniofs that handle cargo from go: 
downs to ships have issued a man- 
ifesto to all Chinese shippers’ at 
Shanghai and Chungking that every 
ton of cargo must be taken out of 
ships when thoy arrive at Ichang, 
and reloaded again before the ves 
sels can go through to Chungking.

Formal evidencs was then given| 
by Det. Sgt. D. F. Watson, who said 
that ‘Surgan’ Singh had _ been 
‘brought to West Hongkew Police

arrest he charged him at 4.80 p.m.

fing the usual caution. Surgan’ Singh 
made no reply to the charge.

postulate? They, bad no reason to 
kmow anything “about the offence 
with which Chanan Singh was 
charged; all they could have 
known "about him was that 
ho was a sick man, sick in the 
Gurdwara. It was possible that all 
the trouble could have been avcided

Gurdwara officials and said,

Infringement of Trademark 


Arraigned before Judge Loo in the 
Shanghai Special District Court on 
‘January 7, a printer and a merchant 
from Pengpu, Anhui, were charged 
with infringing the registered trade- 
marks of the British-American 
‘Tobacco Co. Court Inspr. R. C. Hall 
prosecuted and Mr. Y. T. Van de- 
fended. 

Outlining the case, Court Inspr. 
Hall said at the request of the com- 
plainant firm, the police visited: a 
printing shop at Ting Yu Lee Alley. 
way, off Chefoo Road, on Tuesday 
afternoon and seized 11,000 sheets 
farette packing paper bearing 
the mark “Fairy Isles,” which was 
trademarks. 























‘shop, said the goods were ordered by 
the second accused who was. arrest- 
ed the same evening. Both men 
were taken to the station and the 
second man told the police that he 
jhad ordered the packing paper from. 
the frst accused but the pictures 
‘were prepared by an artist living in 
the Chinese City. 

Upon examination, it was found 
that the picture was exactly the 
same as that used by the complain- 
ant firm for its Fairy Isles 
cigarettes and that it bore the same 
Chinese characters, the only differ- 
ence being that the complainants 
used the English name “Fairy Isles” 
whilst that used by accuced was 
“Fairy Bairs.” There was no suen 








mark because Fairy Isles cigarettes 
}were not sold in Shanghai. 

‘The second accused said that Ke. 
had been told by another man in 
Pengpu to come to Shanghai to or- 
der the: packages for cigarettes 
manufactared in that city. Both the 
colours and English characters on 
the seized papers differed from 
those of the B.-A.T, 

Complainant's representative said 
‘that the Fairy Isles cigarettes were 
sold extensively in Pengpu, Wubu 
‘and other places in Anhui Province 
and that the trademark had been 
registered with the National Gov- 

nt and this fact had been 
in the “Trade Marks 











‘Court Inspr, Hall, summing up, 
said that, according to the evidence, 
the second accused intended to sell 
imitation Fairy Isles cigarettes 
under the reputation earned by the 
complainant’ firm. Fairy — Isle 
cigarcties were sold in’ Anhui 
at alow price and its consum- 
fers were mostly of tho poor 
‘and unedueated class and they 
naturally did not understand the 
English characters on the seized 
Papers and they thought that the 
imitation goods were produced by 
‘complainants, He asked, therefore, 
that the: second accused’ should be 
severely punished: 

The first accused likewise should

SUPREME COURT AT. 
NANKING 


Nanking Road Tenants Case 


‘The Supreme Court at Nanking 
hhas reversed the judgment given by 
the Second Branch of the Kiangsu 
High Court in favour of the de- 
fendant tenants in the action: for 
recovery of land taken against them 
by the Dah Lung Estate-Co. 

‘The Court has ardored the local 
Appeal Court to re-try the ease. 

‘The case, which was known,as the 
“Nanking Road Tenants Casey” was 
started about 12 months ago by a 
number of tenants of shops on Nan- 
‘king Road; between Fokien’ and 
Hsuing Funghung Roads, refusing 
to vacate when called upon to do so 
‘by the Chinese owners to make way 



























for a new. department store which 
‘the Great China Co., a $3,000,000 
concern, contemplated building: The 
tenants’ claimed that they were 


entitled to 20 years’ notico, despite 
‘their non-possession of leuses, in-ac- 
cordance with a local custom which 
provided that unless the owners of 
land required it for their own use, 
and’not for the use of a third party, 
eviction was out of the question. In 
the Court of Firat Instance judg- 
ment was given against the tenants. 
‘When this decision was reversed in 
the Second Branch of tho High 
Court for Kiangsu, the proceedings 
were brought to the Supreme Court 
at, Nanking, 

The Supreme Court now holds 
that it cannot uphold the claims. of 
the tenants regarding local: custom, 
ince they are not supported’ by 
fact.

The 
executive committee of the ant 
Fascists held a meeting in Paris 
im 1925 and decided to carry out 
some bombing and revolver practi 
in Rome, Milan and Bologna on the 
occasion of the march of the “black 
shirts” to Rome, Twelve men were 
selected, and sct out with bombs. 
They had no sooner reached Turin 
than they were all arrested. ‘They 
were tried in due course and sent 
to long terms of penal servitude. 
‘The executive committee had also 
decided to terrorize the Italian’ 
Consulate in Paris, and one of the 
vice-consuls was shot by a man 
named Dimoduno. Tho police ar- 

sd $0 premptly that they must 
have been advised of what was 
likely to happen, 

‘The committee suspected that 
someone must have betrayed their 
plans, and their suspicions pointed 
to their a man named Vecchi, whom 
they had recently appointed to be 
their secretary. They accordingly 
decided to lay a trap for him. ‘They 
sent him to their confederates at 
Luxemburg with documents relat 
ing to a militant Fascist named 
‘Carea Vadossi, who, shortly after- 
wards was murdered by Seri 
equally militant apti-Fasci 
the same day, Serini's family, who 
ived at Bologna, were arrested, 
id Serini’s brother was “executed” 
in turn by the Italian police, 

‘The Faithful Lover 


After this, the leading conspira- 
tors had no doubt that Veechi was 
fa police informer, and they decided 
to put him out of the way. To ex- 
plain the drama at Sartrouville, 
it only remains to add that Vecchi 
was the real name of Carti, He 
owes his life to the negligence of 
the “executioners,” who left bim 
‘alone in a room’ without making 
sure that he was dead. 

He and the young Frenchwoman 
with whom he lived were taken 
from Versailles by different routes, 
so that their enemies would be pre- 
vented from tracking Vecchi, oF 
€arti, by shadowing the woman. 
Her lot as the companion of a man 
who knows that he may be as- 
sassinated at any moment is not| 
enviable. After being told the full 
story of her mysterious lover's life, 
she said she did not care what he 
hhad done; she loved him and that 
was enough for her.
